Isaac Watts, often called tht "father of hymnody," came 


Into the world when Christmas carol singing was regarded 
as "ye work of ye devil." 


It was the latter half of Oie 17th century, a lime of «reat 


religions upheaval In Europe. Calvin's insistence that "the 
Bible alone" be used in public worship had driven popular 
hymns out of many churches, partciularly in England 
among- the strict Puritan sects. 
Instead of hymns, the con- 


gregation, chanted selected 
passages from the scriptures, 
usually the Psalms. The clerk 
intoned the first line in a 
monotone and the people, as 
Watts once complained, re- 
sponded with "dull indiffer- 
ence." 


Watts, one of nine children,

to Gen. James Oglethorpe. Ill 
health forced him to return 
less than a year later, but he 
never forgot the marvelous 
singing of the German Mora- 
vian colonists. 


Wesleyan Hymns 


As the "poet laureate of 


Methodism," he wrote more 
than 6,000 hymns, finding in- 
spiration a l m o s t anywhere 
and writing with ease under 
the most difficult conditions. 
Once he fell off his horse while 
accompanying brother John 
on an evangelical mission and 
complained that the resulting 
injury "spoiled all my hymn 
writing for that day." 


He dashed off "Hark the 


Herald Angels Sing" while

Charles B. Sbuman, president of the 


American Farm Bureau Federation, recent- 
ly charged Arthur S. Flemming, secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare, with 
using cranberries and poultry to further 
his political ambitions. 


He was referring to the recent orders 


issued by the Health and Welfare Depart- 
ment banning the use of certain hormones 
in the fattening of poultry and an earlier 
order requiring chemical tests on all cran- 
berry shipments before they could be placed 
on the market. We have no doubt Mr. Shu- 
man's statement sounded good to the fann- 
ers he was addressing because it is true they 
have suffered considerably from the Flem- 
ming orders and prospects are not too 
bright for the future. However, Mr. Shu- 
man apparently was aware that a law re- 
cently passed by Congress required Sec. 
Flemming to take action of some sort in 
the cases referred to. Shuman declared the 
Farm Bureau would seek to change the 
Food and Drug Act in the next session of 
Congress "to clip Arthur's wings. We are 
going to try to get some changes that will 
put him out of the business of scaring peo- 
ple out of eating things."

Even while Mr. Shuman was talking in 


Chicago, Sec. Flemming was reporting in 
Washington that he would ask Congress to 
tighten the laws governing the use of 
chemicals for food processing. He pointed 
out that in one section of the present law it 
is difficult to impose a retroactive ban on 
the use of chemicals found to cause can- 
cer in animals. Flemming said that a food 
producer must ask permission to use a cer- 
tain substance such as has been found to be 
cancer producing. But a producer who 
previously has been granted permission to 
use this same chemical item cannot be or- 
dered to desist. To stop further use of the 
chemical after permission has once been 
granted, it is necessary for the govern- 
ment to prove that the chemical is cancer 
producing. Thus there is a possibility of 
food going onto the market that has been 
prepared by the use of a certain chemical 
which is banned to the producers of other 
food items. 


Thus both the farmers and the Food 


and Drug Administration are going to be 
asking for changes in the food laws. It is 
certain the public will be vitally interested 
in whatever is proposed.

From thin sheets of soft cop- 


per which can be bought at 
almost any hobby or art sup- 
ply store, a boy cr girl can 
make many handsome things. 
The little basket in Figure 2 
(suitable for holding a bou- 
quet of small flowers such as 
violets or pansies) is an ex- 
ample. 


To make the basket, place 


a saucer on a flat sheet of 
the copper and trace around 
it Cut around the outline with 
an old pair of scissors—you 
can cut the copper almost as 
easily as paper. Place a small 
jelly glass cover at the center 
of the disc (Figure 1) and 
fold the metal up around the 
cover to form the fluted sides 
of the basket as in Figure 2.

Court Upholds 
2 Laws on 
Birth Control 


Hartford, Conn. —(*>— The 


state supreme court of error* 
today upheld the constitution- 
ality of two state laws dealing 
with birth control. 


The laws prohibit the use of 


contraceptive devices and for- 
bid physicians from advising 
their use under any circum- 
stances. 


The court, in a unanimous 


decision, said the laws "are a 
constitutional exercise of leg- 
islative power." 


It said "the judiciary has a 


duty to test legislatives action 
by constitutional principles, 
but it cannot, in that process, 
usurp the power of the legisla- 
ture." 


Connecticut's highest court 


was ruling on four 
suits 


b r o u g h t against the' laws, 
which often have been in- 
volved in court tests since 
they were passed in 1879.

Asserted Equality 


The memorandum was pri 


marily 
intended to assert 


France's absolute 
equality 


with the other leading power 
of the west. To this end, De 
Gaulle asked for the establish 
ment of "a 
directory" of 


NATO composed of Britain 
France and the United States 


The memorandum suggest- 


ed that the existence of thi< 
3-power directory or control 
ling group should be express- 
ed in "an organic manner.' 
The 
memorandum 
further 


claimed for the directory the 
right to be consulted 
about 


the use of any atomic or ther- 
monuclear weapon anywhere 
in the world. 


Initially, this document was 


like a bombshell tossed into 
the inner circles of the west. 
Perhaps because his antique 
French lent itself to misinter- 
pretation, De Gaulle seemed 
to be demanding the complete 
revision of NATO's whole pol 
Icymaking structure. Worse 
still, he seemed to be asking 
for transfer of control of the 
American nuclear deterrent 
to his new 3-power interna 
tional committee. This latter 
•feature brought the pentagon 
close to apoplexy. 


Several Reactions 


For these reasons, the De 


Gaulle memorandum got 
dusty answer. The sequel was 
the series of moves by De 
Gaulle that have caused so 
m u c h controversy at the 
meetings here—the refusal to 
permit medium range ballistic 
missiles to be emplaced 
in 


France; the withdrawal of the 
French contingent from NA- 
TO's Mediterranean fleet: the 
attack on NATO's principle oi 
military integration; and the 
resistance to an integrated air 


system was not working any 
ongcr. Eventually, it must 
and will be restored, but with 
Germany newly included in 
he inner circle, as is neces- 
a r y and inevitable. The 


strongest guardian of NATO's 
nstitutions, Sec. G e n e ' r a l 
Spaak, has himself declared 
hat the whole machine would 
work far more easily and ef- 
iciently "if the great powers 
would only speak with one 
oice." 
The other question raised in 
he De Gaulle memorandum, 
he question of the deterrent, 
is vastly more difficult. But it 
s at least plain that changes 
n American nuclear policy 
are now on the way. In fact 
American policymakers 
on 


the very highest level already 
are talking of transferring 
!rom American control 
to 


NATO control "the keys to the 
cupboard" that hold NATO's 
stock of nuclear weapons. 
Thus the De Gaulle memor- 
andum, however upsetting its 
language, at least indicated a 
direction which the western 
allies are likely to follow in 
the end.
